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'Punishment should 
f/t fhe crime' 

. We hope the Illinois legislature in Springfield 

sees fit to pass a bill which would require all 

-people committing crimes .with guns, knives or 

inherently dangerous weapons, upon conviction, to 

go to jail for not less than one year. - 

The bill, introduced by Rep. Ron Griesheimer 
(R-Waukegan), is a second attempt by this 
legislator to mandate that people committing 
such crimes actually have to go to jail without 
receiving probation. 

WE HAVE ALL SEEN and read the newspapers 
on numerous occasions how people have 
involved themselves in serious felony crimes 
involving guns or knives-arid, after conviction, are 
granted probation so that they can go right out on 
the street again. 

This makes a mockery of our judicial system. 
Although a jury has gone to the extent of finding a 
person guilty of such an offense, the courts by 
granting him the right to go back on the street are 
subjecting all of our citizens to unreasonable 
dangers. 

Of even greater importance is the fact that it is 
showing the criminal there is no reason to refrain 
from future acts of criminality. 

UNFORTUNATELY, GRIESHEIMER FEARS 
his bill won't be passed. 

"I am hopeful for affirmative action," he said, 
"but I must point out that the makeup of the 
Judiciary II committee in the Illinois House of 
Representatives is so -slanted to protect the 
defendant criminal cases that it is questionable 
whether such a bill will have a fair opportunity for 
passage. 

"I am sure that all of the people of our state 
share the concern about this matter and hope that 
the extreme liberalism of the Judiciary committee 
will understand that the punishment for a crime 
must fit the crime."

on utility poles 

Election posters placed on utility 
poles can cause serious-injuries to 
lineman and other utility wo^ks, a 
Commonwealth Edison'oTf icial said 
Tuesday. 

Joseph Scheuerman, Edison dis- 
trict manager, said that lineman 
climbing poles to repair wires and 
other overhead equipment may slip 
and fall as spikes on their climbing 
shoes strike nails, tacks and other 
hardware used to attach the posters. 

Exposed sharp edges of leftover 
hardware can also injure a line- 
man's hands, Scheuerman said. 

"In addition to creating a hazard, 
the posters and their fasteners may 
delay repair efforts during bad 
weather, when Edison 'crews are 
working to restore power to affected 
areas," he said. ~ . ':' 

"In the final analysis the posters 
are unsightly and create hazardous 
situations and expensive mainten- 
ance problems for our crews" he 
said. "Edison lineman normally 
remove posters and hardware 
before climbing poles, but they don't 
always have the time to fully inspect 
each pole in emergencies."

position in consideration of long-range security 
interest, the talks could bog down for months.

* If love is the chief ingredient of 
marriage, it is necessary for 
every person to think about it, to 
define it, and to act according to 
his conclusions. The evaluation of 
other people's ideas about love 
snould stimulate a person's mind 
and help him express his own 
ideas. 

There are a number of emotion- 
al or physical sensations that are 
much easier to experience in our 
encounters with the opposite sex. 
Love may have nothing to do at 
all with what we are feeling, and 
yet we apply the word "love" to 
the situation. 

Most people discover that these 
sensations they have experienced 
were nothing but false faces of 
love. 

1. Infatuation 

Infatuation is a childish feeling, 
usually extremely one-sided. It is 
an emotional . madness and it 
. lasts for only a short time.. It 
gives a distorted, unrealistic 
view based on dreamstuff and not 
on reality. 

It is not uncommon tor those 
who marry very young to do so 
because of infatuation. The 
marriage is immediately threa- 
tened,' for infatuation cannot last, 
and unless it is replaced by love, 
it will fall apart. g . 7 

2. Romance- 
Romance is adult infatuation.^ 

It generally occurs under the 
most idealistic circumstances. 
The danger lies in its blindness : it 
is an occasion when the emotions 
dominate the intellect. 
The theater, novels, popular 



songs and television basically , 
present romance as love. It is 
actually a fractional part of love, 
and no foundation for marriage. 

3. Affection . 

Affection is delightful, for it is 
one person's enjoyable response 
to. another person's attractive- 
ness. Marriage without love, but 
based on affection, can be a 
moderately good union: 

One thing should be remember- 
ed: love is constant and does not 
waver.' Affection depends oh the 
attractiveness of the other pier- 
son; therefore, it is not always 
consistent. 

4. Friendship 

Friendship is a cure for 
loneliness, boredom and depres- 
sion-said to be the most often 
encountered illnesses today. 

A friendship marriage, is a 
convenient arrangement, yet 
without true love it does not in 
any way approach the full 
potential for the union. 

5. Passion. 

- although passion is a God-given 
drive, the animal need makes 
unreasonable demands and 
many, motivated primarily by 
this urge, marry, only to find that 
within a few months the excite- 
ment wears off. They are locked 
into marriage. 

The physical relationship is 
very important in marriage. The 
Lord makes this clear, but it 
must be done His way. 

All five counterfeits . for love 
lead into fascinating experiences, 
but none of them alone will, 
support a marriage relationship. 
Unless the essential ingredient 
called love is added the union will 
be found wanting. Love can stand 
the test of time. ^ - .
